Did my letter of last summer ever reach you? I am enclosing an 
undated copy (unfortunately, my computer puts the current date on 
everything) that probably was mailed to you in August before Mrs. 
Reps and I went to Australia for three months. 

Acceptance of the manuscript of Cities of the Mississippi is still 
pending at the University of Missouri Press. The Director has had 
a strongly positive reaction from one reader, and apparently a 
second reader now has it. The Director herself is enthusiastic 
about the possibilities of publishing it. 

There may yet be a problem of publication because of the high cost 
of good guality color reproduction, and the Director has told me 
that outside help will be reguired. She doubtless has some 
contacts among supporters of the Press, and I hope she is 
successful in the search. 

This is likely to be my last major book and will round out the 
total at an even dozen. You probably have not seen my book on 
Washington that the University of North Carolina Press published 
late in 1991. It is called Washington on View and is a very 
beautiful job of book production. 

In it I tried to use a novel method of presenting — on facing 
oversize pages — the written evidence of the city at a particular 
period in its development (left hand page) with the corresponding 
graphic evidence (right hand page) . Eight or so of these "folios" 
follow each of the nine chapters. 

In the Mississippi River cities book I am using this same 
technigue, except that the folios will be grouped together at the 
end of the eight chapters. Readers can page through the folios 
beginning with many descriptions and illustrations of New Orleans 
that compare text and views of the same era. The journey continues 
up the Mississippi with stops at dozens of places and ending at St. 
Cloud, Minnesota. 

For twenty-three cities along the river a pilot-photographer and I 
have collaborated in producing remarkable side-by-side comparisons 
of 19th-century bird's-eye perspectives with modern color photos. 
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These have been taken so as to reproduce an image whose borders 
correspond almost exactly with the older, hand-drawn depiction. 

I look forward to hearing from you with a note granting me 
permission to reproduce the three important items from your 
collection.
